ASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—The 

following official statement was is- 
sued today as representing the 
views of President Wilson and the 
administration: 

“In discusgions in official circles in Wash- 
ington of the present Mexican situation, the 
following have been much dwelt upon: 

It has teen pointed out that, in consider- 
ing the present delicate situatign in Mexico, 
the unpleasant incident at Tampico must not 
be thought of alone. 

„For some time past the de facto govern- 
ment of Mexico has seemed to think mere 
apologies sufficient- when the rights of Ameri- 
can citizene or the dignity of the government 
of the United States were involved and has 
aparently made no attempt at either repara- 
tion or the effective correction of the serious 
derelictions of its civil and military officers.

“Immediately after the incident at Tam- 
pico an orderly from one of the ships of the 
United States, in the harbor of Vera Cruz, 
who had been sent ashore to the postoffice 
for the ship's mall, and who was in uniform, 
and who had the official mall bag on his back, 
was arrested and put inte jail by the local 
authorities. :

Works Critic of President.

“The sending of our fleet to Mexican wa- 
ters with threats of war at this time discloses 
a peculiar phase of human nature and ex- 
hibits a singular brand of patriotism.

| HUERTA APPEALS TO SENATE. 

‘Washington, D. C. April 15.—Gen. Huerta 
submitted to an executive session of the Mex- 
ican senate today the demands of the Amer- 
ican government for a salute to the flag. 

No answer has been received by the Wasgh- 
ington government late tonight of the result 
of the deliberations. 

Although no definite information was avail- 
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able, the fact that Gen. Huerta had sub- 


mitted the case to the Mexican senatb, which 
is specially charged with the conduct of for- 
eign relations, and not to the entire body of 
congress, led to the Lelief here that he had 
sought authorization from the senate for the 
arbitration of the question under dispute.. 

Under the treaty of 1848 between the United 
States and Mexico it was proclaimed that if 
any disagreement arose of a political or com- 
mercial nature the two nations do promise 
to each other that they. will endeavor, to 
settle the differences so arising, using for this 
end mutual representations and pacific nego- 
tiations; and if by these means they should 
not be enabled to come to an agreement a 
resort shall not on this account be had to 
reprisals, aggression, until the government 
of that which deems itself aggrieved mall 
have maturely considered whether it would 
not be better that such difference should be 
settled by the arbitration of commissioners 
appointed on each side or by that of a friendly 
nation; and should such course be proposed 
by either party, it shall: be acceded by the 
other unless deemed by it altogether incom- 
patible with the nature of the differences or 
the circumstances of the case.“ 


Treaty Not in Force. 
A special arbitration treaty for the settle- 
ment of all disputes except questions of na- 


tration officials have held that not even the 
treaty of 1848 is in force at present because 
no government in Mexico has been recog- 
nized. 

It was nevertheless believed in official cir- 
cles tonight that Gen. Huerta would persist 
in his attempt to interject the question of ar- 
bitration into the situation in spite of the fact 
that he already had been informed that the 
American government would not consider ar- 
bitrating the question of the salute to the 
flag. 


LONDON UPHOLDS WILSON. 

LONDON, April 16, 3 a. m.—Most of the 
London morning papers in their editorial 
comment on the Mexican situation display 
sympathy with President Wilson in thediffi- 
culties which have arisen with Mexico, but 
at the same time contend that these diffi- 
culties were largely brought about by his 
idealistic policy. 

Much curiosity is expressed over the inten- 
tions of the United States, because, although 
it is generally believed Huerta will yield, it 
is pointed out that should he remain obdurate 
the mere occupation of Tampico would not 
have much practical effect, and that the 
blockade of Vera Cruz would be the only 
measure that would deal a serious blow to 
the Huerta régime. 

The Daily Telegraph cannot believe that 
President Wilson intends to put into effect 
a resolute military intervention and sees no 
hope of putting an end to the anarchy 
which hag resulted from: the Wuson policy 
of moral intervention.” 


In Difficult Position. 

The Daily Graphic considers that Presi- 
dent Wilson's high moral purposes have 
landed the United States and the president 
himself in a situation of the greatest dim - 
culty and embarrassment.“ 

The Graphic continues: 

“Mexico must now be conquered or left 
alone. The idea that intervention can be 
Hmited to the occupation of Tampico and 
Vera Crus is a fresh delusion which will be 
wpeedily shattered.’’ 

The Standard says: 

“The big stick which Roosevelt would 
have used long ago has at last been grasped. 
The door of peace is still open, but it. rests 
with Huerta to avail himself of the chance.” 


Sees Temporary Protectorate. 
The Daily Mail says that if Huerta has as 
much sense as Europe generally credits him 
with he will hasten to comply with America's 
demand. It doubts the probability of war, 
but believe that if the United States dis- 
lodges Huerta a temporary protectorate over 
Mexico is inevitable, as President Wilson, it 
contends, is too wise and humane to con- 
sign the country to the sheer anarchy which 
must follow the collapse of such a govern- 
ment as Mexico now possesses. 

The Daily Chronicle sees in the president's 
action a result of John Lind’s return. It 
holds that the sending of the fleet need not 
involve war unless Huerta declares war. It 
contends that all Americans have to do Is to 
“sit tight at Vera Cruz and Tampico and 
collect the customs receipts. The Chronicle 
says it welcome sany change from President 
Wilson's recent policy. 

He is bound,“ the newspaper says, “ if 
his present. policy fails, either to go forward 
or to go back, and the drawback to every new 
step forward is that it makes it more dif-

Washington, D. C., April l 1— 
To provide the president with an adequate 


land force for use in case of intervention in, 


Mexico, the senate this week will pass the 
Hay volunteer army bill. This measure, 
providing for the raising of a volunteer army 
in case of war or when war is imminent, has 
passed the house and has been reported fa- 


vorably to the senate by the military affairs | 
committee. 


Provisions ‘a Hay Bill. 

The Hay bill provides; 

1. The president shall issue a proclamation 
stating the number of men desired for each 
army corps and department of the army. 

2. The organized militia of the various 
states may be accepted aga part of this vol-. 
unteer force. 


8. The president {is authorised to appoint ! 


and assign all officers in the volunteer army 
as he sees fit; all officers below the rank of 
brigadier general to be commissioned in an 
arm of the service and not to any particular 
regiment; the assignment to regiments being 
left to the discretion of the president. 

4. The president may select his officers from 
the regular army, from the retired officers of 
the regular army, or from officers of the or- 
ganized militia. ‘ 

5. That during the time of war all organiza- 
tions of the land forces in the military serv- 
ice of the United States shall be recruited 
and maintained as near their prescribed 
strength as possible, 


6. The secretary of war is authorized to 


establish recruiting depots for the purpose 
of raising the volunteer forces. 

7. That all officers and men in the volunteer | 
forces shall be on the same footing as to pay, | 
allowances, and pensions as officers and en- 
listed men of corresponding, grades in the 
regular army. 

The passage of the Hay bill will enable the 
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president to raise 225,000 volunteer soldiers 
Within a few days after his eall for volun- 
teers. 

The present strength of the organized 
militia of the various states is estimated to 
be between 225,000 and 250,000. The entire 
organized militia may be incorporated into 
the volunteer forces. 

Gen. Leonard Wood, chief of staff, has esti- 
mated 250,000 men will be needed in addi- 
tion to the present army in case of hostilities. 
Under the present militia laws the presi- 
dent cannot avail himself of the organized 


‘state militia, because of the constitutional 


provision preventing him ordering the militia 
outside the boundaries of the country. The 
Hay bill, however, enables him to circumvent 
this provision and call the entire organiza- 
tion into service, providing a majority of the 
members of each company vote to enter. 


Aid to Officers’ Efficiency, 

The provision in the bill giving the presi- 
dent authority to assign the officers as he 
sees fit will enable him to get increased 
efficiency by assigning regular army offi- 
cers. to the militia and so placing the militia 
officers where they will be of most value, 
either in the regular army, by transfer or 
under regular army officers with their own 
volunteers. 

If the Hay bill does not pass, army officials 
here fear the confusion which characterized 
the mobilizing of the volunteer forces for 
the Spanish-American war,-in case Mexico 
is invaded. 


20,000 Regulars on Border. 


The war department estimatés that there 
are 20,000 men of the regular army along the 
Rio Grande or near Galveston. Of these 
12,000 are in the vicinity of the latter point. 

It is evident that this force will have to be 
heavily increased. The army today comprises 
91,426 men. 
on duty in the Philippines, Hawaii, and Porto 
Rico. Congress undoubtedly would grant an 
increase in the regular army. 

Taking advantage of the experience ob- 
tained in the Philippines, the army will or- 
ganize regiments of Mexicans under Ameri- 
can officers with which to wage our battles.

That in the event of prolonged hostill- 
ties a war fund be raised by special taxes 
imposed upon luxuries, amusements, and 
the instruments of commerce. 


Congress Quick to Respond. 
If President Wilson should find it neces- 
sary to ask congress for outhority to inter 
vene the two houses would respond instantly 
not only with an authorization but with an 
appropriation for the expense involved. 
This action would be taken before adjourn- 
ment of the day’s session at which the prest- 
dent submitted his representations. 
The Democratic leaders believe that war 
operations could be financed from the gen- 
eral fund in the treasury for a considerable 
period. There is a balance of about $9u,000,- 
000 at Present in the general fund from 
which the $50,000,000 initial appropriation 
for the use of the president would be made. 
There is a surplus of at least $60,000,000 in 
the treasury, for 830,000, 000 is regarded as 
an ample working balance for the ordinary 
needs of the government.

WHO GETS THE SUBSIDY? 

One fusidious feature of the canal sub- 
sidy situation is the secrecy concerning 
the ownership of the stock of the eub- 
sidized companies. 

It is significant to note that William 
Rockefeller is one of the largest stock- 
holders. 

It was Rockefeller who devised the plan 
whereby in the old days railroads paid 
to him subsidies on the freight rates 
paid to them by his competitors. It might 
seem natural to suppose, therefore, that 
he has devised the scheme whereby in- 
land shippers must pay the cost of main- 
taining the cana! through which his ships 
are to pass at their expense. 

Aside from his ownership and the own- 
ership of stock by the great coastwise 
railroads, the identity of the stockhold- 


ers In this government created monopoly 


is clothed in the deepest secrecy. 

This secrecy explains, though it does 
not account for, the extraordinary con- 
trol which the coastwise shipping cor- 
poration maintains. in congress. 

While other corporations have been in- 
vestigated, prosecuted, and broken up, 


pressly permitted to do the things which 
its fellow corporations have been . 
den to do. 

Where other trusts, formerly sided dy 
the discrimination of a protective tariff, 
have been made to work under a reduc 
tion of tariff, the coastwise shipping trust 
is maintgined by law a monopoly from 
any competition. 

Furthermore, congress has voted to pay 
this monopoly an enormous government 
subsidy under the guise of “‘ remission of 
canal tolls.” : 

The whole vicious scheme to plunder 
the people, particularly those of the mid- 
@ie west, has been exposed. 

But the seacoast shipping trust is fight- 
ing openly for the control of congress. 

Hventually, of course, this conduct will 
result in exposure and shame. 

In the meantime there is appreciable 
danger that its hidden stockholders will 
make such enormous profits from com- 
bined monopoly and subsidy that they 
can afford to retire from business and 
politics in utter indifference to the down- 
fall. of the unfortunate politicians who 
allowed themseives to be used.

BLACK EYE.—Bathe the eye immediate 
ly with hot water and rubit very gently. 

FOREIGN BODIES IN NOSE.—Chil- 
dren are much inclined to push corn, beans, 
and other small objects up into their noses. 
The first thing to do is to tickle the nostril 
with a thread or feather until the child 

sneezes. Do not push anything into. the 
nosé, as it may push the object up farther. 
Have the child blow the nose. If these sim- 
ple procedures fail call a doctor. 

NOSE BLEED.—Cold water orice on the 
back of the neck or over the bridge of the 
nose. A towel wrung out of cold water 
and placed around the neck with one end 
over the bridge of the nose, Pinch the nos- 
trils together. If bleeding persists, plug 
with a piece of cotton. Tie a thread around 
a piece of cotton as large as the end of the 
thumb; soak in strong tea or lemon juice; 
push gently up into the nostril. After the 
bleeding has stopped for about a half hour 
pull the cotton out — by the thread. 


CHOKING * on the back between 
the shoulders. Raise the child’s arms as 
high as possible above the head. If the 
object is small, let it go through the body. 
Have the child eat bread or potatoes. Do 
not give castor oil or other laxative. 

HICCOUGHS.—Stop up both ears with 
the fingers of each hand and drink water 
slowly from a cup held by some one else. 
Produce sbeezing. Pull tongue out and put 
a piece of sugar or soda on it. Hold out for 
a few minutes. 

BITES OF INSECTS.—For the relief of 
bee stings, mosquito, fly, epider, bug, and 
other insect bites, applications of damp 
baking eoda or ammonia water will afford 
reliet. 


RUSTY NAIL WOUND.—Wash the 
foot and wound with warm water and soap. 
Thoroughly cleanse the wound with perox- 
ide, then with alcohol, and paint with sev- 
eral coats of tincture of iodine. 

BURNS.—The first thing to do is to ex- 
clude the air from the burn. For thisa 
thick paste made of bicarbonate of soda 
may be used. Equal parts of linseed oil and 
lime water (carron oil) should be used, if 
handy: if not use vaseline or sweet oil.

BRUISES.—When the skin is not broken 
apply cloths wrung out of hot water; then 
apply witchhazel. If the skin is broken, 
cleanse the wound with castile soap and 
warm water; then use boracic acid solution 
and apply zinc oxide. 

CUTS.—Cuts should be washed and 
cleansed with peroxide, a piece of gauze 
dipped in boracic acid solution applied, and 
then the cut bandaged. If the cut is deep 
make a pad of many thicknesses of the 
gauze and bandage tightly. If the cut is

WHEN TO WEAN CHILD. 
Mrs. F. J. R. writes: At what age should 
a baby be weaned? What diet would you 
prescribe for such a child?“ 


REPLY, 


The weaning period varies with the condition of 
the baby. If the child is well and of average growth 
weaning should bé begun at the ninth or tenth 
month, sometimes earlier, by giving one feeding 
daily of bread and milk properly prepared. 

If the child takes the feeding without disturb- 
ance it may be repeated twice daily, and then well 
cooked farina and cow’s milk may be introduced, 


followed with vegetable soup (carrote and peas put | 


through a steve) and well cooked cereals, Use 
clean, fresh cow's milk diluted one-third with 
gruéls as a substitute for breast milk. 

By the thirteenth or fourteenth month no breast 
milk need be given. Do not change abruptly from 
breast milk to cow's milk and mixed feeding. 

Weaning should be a gradual process, the use 
of cup and spoon being introduced with care to 
good advantage as early as the eighth month.

The Hon. Fitzroy St. Clair Erskine, only 
brother of Lord Rosslyn, who has left an 
American widow in the person of Winifred, 
daughter of Henry W. Baker of California, 
was entombed ten days ago, uncoffined, ac | 
cording to the time honored custom of the 
house of St. Clair, in the Rosslyn chapel. 

The chapel, situated in the immediate 
vielnity of Edinbugh, is one of the sights 
which few transatlantic visitors to the 
Scotch capital miss. 

It stands in the vicinity of the old ruined 
castle of Rosslyn, for centuries the home of 
the St. Clairs, and occupies a picturesque 
site on the edge of a steep bank which slopes 
down to the Esk. 

Among its features is the famous “ Prentice 
pillar.” Accbrding to tradition the architect 
of the chapel made a journey to Rome to 
acquire knowledge of producing a pillar of 
surpassing excellence. 

On his return, however, he found that one 
of his apprentices had already produced a 
pillar that he could never hope to rival. 
Whereupon, in his anger, he struck the ap- 
prentice a death blow with a hammer. 

The murdered apprentice lies entombed 
beneath the pillar, the only stranger to lie 
in this chapel, otherwise exclusively devoted 
to the remains of the St. Clairs. 

The chapel has been for more than si 
centuries the burial place of the St. Clair 
family, and is celebrated as the most beau- 
tiful piece of ecclesiastical architecture in 
Scotland.

Dvery one who has read Sir Walter Scott's 
poems recalls his reference to this custom 
of the St. Clairs to dispense with coffins, and 
also to the legend that when a member of 
the family dies an unearthly light blazes 
from the chapel. Of this light he writes: 

It glared on Roslin’s castied rock, 

It ruddied all the copsewood gien; 
“T'was seen from Dryden's groves of oak, 
And seen from cavern’s Hawthornden.

Seems alt on fire that chapel proud, 
Where Roslin’s chiefs uncoffin'd lie, 
Each baron, for a sable shroud, 
Sheathed in his iron panoply. 


Blaz'd battlement and pinnet high, 
Blazs’d every rose carved buttress fair— 
So still they »lase, when fate is nigh 
The lordly line of cage St. Clair.“ 


The vaulte were opaned in the beginning of 
the nineteenth century especially to permit 
Sir Walter Scott to see them, and it has 
always been understood that he verified the 
tradition aa to the lords of Rosslyn being 
buried in their armor, while recent investiga- 
tions have proved that their consorts were 
laid to rest there uncoffined. 

The late Lord Rosslyn, however, insisted 
on being buried outside, wishing, poetlike, 
that the sun should shine on his grave. 

The chapel is believed to have been built in

KNOX IN COLLEGE EVENTS. 


‘CHANGE BASIS OF 


Tis Competition. 
PART RETURN TO BOGEY. 


Par for Each Hole to Be Taken 
from Five Best Scores on 
Decoration Day.

In an effert to equalize the clu 
for the Tom Morris Memorial hy, the 
Western Golf association officials do- 
eided te experiment. Heretofore the teams 
have competed on a par based solely on the 
measurement on the length of each hole. In 
some cases it has been found that a club 
heving a course 100 yards longer than an- 
other has yet had a smaller par, which nat- 
erally gave the players on the longer course 
an advantage. 

A club having a hole of 425 yards in length 
had to put its par for that particular hole 
at four strokes, while another club with a 
hole 430 yards could put its par figure at fivé. 
It seemed impossible to escape these situ- 
ations when arbitrary measurements con- 
| trolled the per figures. 


Here’s the Solution. 

The latest plan of the W. G. A. officials ts 
to base the par measurements for each hole 
on the average of the five best gross scores 
turned in at each club in the Decoration day 
medal play event. The average so obtained 
will be the par for that hole in the Tom Morris 
trophy competition. If the average of the 
five best scores should contain a fraction the 
whole number below that fraction will be 
taken as the par figure. 

This, in reality, is @ return to bogey. The 
Colonel was supposed to play without a 
mistake and the average of the five best 
gross Scores should represent flawless play. 
However, the scheme looks more equitable 
than the old “cold flgure arrangement, 
and if the clubs will hold the Decoration day 
events and then report to the secretary of 
the W. G. A. within two days, as they have 
been requested to do, all will be lovely.

O'Day Plans to Shun St. Louis

Cincinnati, O.. April 15.—[Special.]—Hank 
O’Day’e athletes did not have the opportunity 
to come back and avenge themselves for the 
defeat the Reds administered to them yes- 
terday. The rain that marred the opening 
combat continued all day and made playing 
the second game unwise. It could have been 
played, as the conditions were no worse than 
on Tuesday, but there would not have been 
a crowd present, so President Garry Herr- 
mann decided it would be best to cancel the 
event until June 24, when both teams have 
an open date. ' 

The Cubs were perfectly satisfied with hav- 
ing a day of rest, as most of them did not feel 
any too chi r after playing in the wet- 
ness yesterday: Several complained of colds 
contracted during the miserable day, and 
besides Manager O' Day was not fortified 
with dry ball twirlers. The only men he has 
ready are spitball flingers and they were not 
wanted after the distressing exhibition Larry 
Cheney gave in the opening battle. 


Labor Fight Causes Move. 

Labor unions willannoy the Cubs. Because 
the manager of the Alms hotel here employed 
a nonunion engineer the Cubs were forced to 
give up their quarters and move to a down- 


town hostelry. They did not do it until din- 


ner time and then were compelled to because 
they were informed by the union delegates 
that they would be boycotted if they re- 
mained in the hotel over night. 

Business Manager Cooke was a busy in- 
dividual when he received the ultimatum. 
He hurried to the Havlin hotel to see what 
arrangements could be made. He gucceeded 
in tnducing the manager to put the clyb up 
there, but it was impossible to get rooms for 
all before 9 o’clock. The players were given 
tickets to local theaters to pass the time until 
rooms were available. 

Manager Cullen of the Alms hotel held a 
conference with the local stationary engi- 
neers’ union this afternoon to patch up the 
difference, but the labor bosses insisted he 
put on three extra men at a big increase in 
salary. He said this is impossible on ac- 
court of the small amount of patronage. 
The union men would not listen to any com- 
promise, and as a result have boycotted his 
hotel. 


Same Trouble in St. Louis? 

The same trouble may be encountered when 
the Cubs get to St. Louis, where they are 
booked to stop at a downtown hotel. It is un- 
derstood the management there is having some 
Gifticulty with the waiters’ union. If that le the 
case, Manager O'Day said he would not take his 
team there, as he does not care to have any more 
labor tangles. The incident here is the second he 
has met with since handling the Cub team. 

While the Cubs were in Jacksonville they were 
invited to a theater there, but were warned by the 
labor union not to attend because the head fiddler 
was nonunion. While there the boys insisted on 
going, but the delegate of the musicians’ organizga- 
tian informed O' Day that if any of his men did 
attend his ball park would be boycotted. To avoid 
-any trouble O'Day asked the men as a favor not to 
go, and they did not. 

President Thomas went back to Chicago tonight 
He was disappointed because the firet game was 
lost and declared he never saw a battle under euch 
adverse conditions. He was a busy man here to- 
Cay. He was in conference with Garry Herrmann 
end also held a meeting with Charles p. Taft. In 
both conferences he obtained valuable informa- 
tion concerning the best policy to pursue as execu- 
tive of the Chicago club. He said he had his Plans 
outlined and would see that every fan in the city 
was squarely dealt with and wag satisfied.

Federal. Grand Jury Refuses 
to Return Indictments for 
Customs Fraud. 


ACQUITS “HIGHER UPS.” 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 15.—[Special.}— 
The special federal grand jury appointed last 
June to investigate charges of customs: 
frauds in this city submitted a report to 
Judge Thompson in the United States Die- 
trict court this afternoon. 

Henry M. Arnold, special assistant to the 
attorney general, who has conducted the in- 
vestigation, addressed the court: He said 
that the jury had no indictment to return, 
but desired to submit its findings in writing. 

Report of Grand Jury. 

The report filed is as follows: 

The investigation has concerned importa- 
tions made by Wanamakers during a 
period of upward of thirteen years, both in

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general merchandise cases and in so-called 
sample cases. The jury finds that, with few 
exceptions, the importations made in gen- 
eral merchandise cases have been regular, 

“ As to the Importations made in sample’ 
cases, the jury finds irregularities both as 
concerns importations of merchandise for 
the use of the business and as concerns im- 
portations of goods for the personal use of 
the heads of the business.

Tulsa, Okla., April 15.—Disregarding a re- 
straining order issued by Judge M. A. Breck- 
enridge of the Superior court, state troops 
today took possession of the Tulsa fair 
grounds, proclaimed under martial law by 
Gov.

He was granted the Harri- 
son-Tree medal of honor for exceptional bra- 
very by the board of awards. 

The board also remembered Patrick Court- 
ney, patrolman from the Fiftieth street sta- 
tion, as worthy of sharing O’Connor’s dis- 
tinction. Courtney was given commendation. 

The capture of Webb was only one of many 
heroic acts considered worthy of mention by 
the board. . 


Gets Marks for Efficiency. 

O’Connor besides receiving the medal will 
be credited with three efficiency marks, to 
count in his favor at the next examination for 
promotion. The five policemen who received 
honorable mention will be credited with two 
points and the ten commended with one point 
each. 

Webb was caught after evading the police 
for weeks. Detective O'Connor and a com- 
panion were put on his trail by a stool pig- 
eon“ at Forty-fifth street and Prairie ave- 
nue. They chased him through alleys and 
finally into an areaway. Many shots were 
fired. Courtney, the patrolman, was also 
present. He asserted he had caught Webb 
while O'Connor clim ded over the back fence. 
Police inquiry led to a decision in favor of 
the detective sergeant. 


For “Desperate Courage.” 

Louis J. Loennecke, a mounted patrolman 
of the traffic division, headed the list of 
those who received honorable mention.

AFFECTS INTERSTATE ROADS 


Tariffs to Be Altered by Order of the 
Commerce Commission. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.—Readjust- 
ment of passenger rates on all interstate rail - 
roads in the United States in conformity with 
the long and short haul provision of the law, 
under orders of the interstate commerce 
commission, will become effective May 1. 

The new tariffs filed by the roads with the 
commission indicate a material reduction in 
fares, particularly from important terminals 
and raté basing points to intermediate points. 

It is estimated by officials of the commis- 
ston after an analysis of the tariffs that 95 
per cent of the changes in fares will be re- 
duotions and 5 per cent increases. 

Such advances as are made are between 
terminals or basing points and in such in- 
stances the increases are made only when 
the traffic to intermediate points is so great 
as to affect seriously the revenues of the 
roads.

New York, April 15.—Pressure on the stock 
market was relaxed today, and while the 
movement was irregular there was no such 
appearance of general weakness as during 
the preceding session. The buying power 
was limited, but whenever the market 
showed signs of giving way a sufficient de- 
mand sprang up to bring about a rally. The 
range of prices was narrow and trading was 
on a much smaller scale. * 

The only determined effort to bring about a 


resumption of the decline which had been 
in progress most of the time for a week was 
made during the noon hour, when the bears 
raided the market, concentrating their at- 
tack on Union Pacific. Prices were forced 
under yesterday's low figures in many in- 
stances, but the effect of the raid was short 
lived. Changes on thé day, with a few ex- 
ceptions, were insignificant. 


Mexican News Small Factor. 

Mexican affairs played little part in the 
day’s market. Washington news was watched 
closely on the board room floor, @ut the gen- 
eral inclination was to await decisive de- 
velopments. Shares of corporations having 
interests in Mexico, such as Smelting and 
Mexican Petroleum, were heavy. 

Kansas and Texas preferred was again under 
pressure, breaking to 3844, the lowest. figure in 
ten years. Selling of this steck was provoked 
by uncertainty as to what action the directors, 
who are to meet next week, will take on the 
dividend. Cuts in the prices of copper metal and 
oll were reflected in heaviness of the petroleum 


and copper shares.
